The eyes of journaiism are 
turned into every corner. Alas, that its 
wonderful acumen is so largely employed 
to discover that which is poisonous. The 
arts of printing, sculpture and music often 
disseminate impure suggestions in the most 
dangerous wav of all. The saloon is an­ 
other exceedingly fruitful seed-bed for the 
germs of impurity.

W a s h in g t o n , December 8th.—The Re­ 
publican National Committee was called to 
order at the Arlington Hotel at 11 o’clock 
by Chairman Jones, who briefly stated that 
the purpose of the meeting was to select a 
time and place for holding the next Na- 
nopal Convention of the party, lie said: 
. Recent utterances indicate a determ ina­ 
tion to end this prosperity by adverse legis­ 
lation, forced upon the country by an Ad­ 
ministration _ hostile to American industry, 
and also indícales the necessity of the re­ 
turn to power of the Republican party in 
the National Government, so that Ameri­ 
can industry, wool-growing and sm-ar- 
raising, equally 
with iron-making and 
textile production, rnuv have continued 
prosperity, and the employes in these in­ 
dustries constant employment and con­ 
tinued good wages, such as American work­ 
men should receive.” 
The roll was then called, and every State 
and Territory, with one or two exceptions, 
was represented by a delegate or proxv. 
An informal discussion ensued as to the 
time which should be allowed, and it was 
finally decided that fifteen minutes should 
be accorded to each delegation. Speaking 
on behalf of Minneapolis, W indom con­ 
cluded as follows: 
“An issue has been made by the Presi­ 
dent in his message, and the Republican 
party must act upon it.

HR. BLAINE’S REPLY. 
Mr. Blaine has made with promptness a 
review of the President’s message, taking 
radical issue with him, and enunciating 
the protective policy with force and dear­ 
ness. lie assails the position taken by Mr. 
Cleveland for retention of internal revenue 
in order to force down the tariff and thus 
expose American labor production to un­ 
wholesome foreign competition. But while 
he would remove the domestic tobacco tax, 
M r. Blaine savs that for moral reasons lie 
would retain the whisky tax. This lie 
bases upon the assumption that decrease in 
price would enormously increase consump­ 
tion. Cpon that point we cannot think 
he is in correct. We do not believe that 
the drinkers of liquors would find any re­ 
duction of price at the liar. In a gallon 
of whisky the reduction would, 
if 
made, be merely a cent or less per drink. 
On the contrary, the removal of the tax, 
besides alaili-bing an army of revenue offi­ 
cers, would remove also an incentive to 
fraud in compounding, and the consumer 
would really get better liquor than now, at 
the same price. 
Mr. Blaine’s claim forexpenditureof the 
surplus in enlarging coast defenses is one 
that will meet with hearty general ap­ 
proval. The nation does not expect war, 
hut it is the part of unwisdom to invite 
assault, or neglect those ordinary precau­ 
tions which contribute to our armed 
strength and inspire respect from other 
powers. As now situated, there is scarcely 
a port in the United States that is not at 
the mercy of the ordinary ironclads of the 
weakest of the nations of the earth. 
As a whole, Mr. Blaine’s reply to the 
President is such a one xs will strengthen 
the protectionists greatly, and which will 
prove extremely annoyiug to free traders. 
Behind Mr. Blaine’s argument is the pres­ 
ent policy of the country which it is urged 
it ought to abandon. It has had tiie repu­ 
tation of being popular with the people, 
aud conservative of manufacturing labor 
and producing interests. That policy has 
the great advantage of lieing in possession 
and its ouster, Mr. Cleveland will find, is 
no exsy task, nor to lie accomplished with­ 
out a very lively shaking up of the whole 
country, in which sectional interests 
will lie compacted in one part of the land 
against those of another, and export­ 
ing and importing businesses at the great 
seaports lie arrayed against'the manufact­ 
uring industries and the larger portion of 
industries dependent upon production from 
the soil. - ■

THE WOOL GROWERS' PROTEST. 
It was a rather singular coincidence that 
the annual session of the Wool-( 1 rowers’ 
and Dealers’ National Association should 
lie held in Washington on the very 
day the President delivered his message to 
Congress. The Association let no grass 
grow under its feet in passing resolutions 
declaring tiie message to lie a direct “ at­ 
tack upon their industry, one of the most 
iuqiortant of the country, and in positive 
violation of the national Democratic plat­ 
form of 1884 as interpreted by the party 
leaders and accepted by the rank and file 
of the party. The argument made by the 
President for the removal of our protec­ 
tion against foreign competition is one re­ 
peatedly made by the enemies of our in­ 
dustrial progress and effectively answered 
in nearly every school district of our land 
and so thoroughly disproved by the logic 
of facts and the demonstration of experi­ 
ence and history as to need no answer 
from us.” 
There can be no mistaking this language. 
The wool-growers are angered, and argu­ 
ment in support of the President’s views 
will not lie likely to mollify them. We 
continue their protest in these words: 
Wc had the right to expect nomethirg differ­ 
ent from the Chief Executive of a nation the 
most happy, pn*|H'n>us and contented of any 
of the world, made so by the policy of protec­ 
tion aud development which he now seeks to 
destroy. We had the right to expect our Presi­ 
dent would iavor the wool-growers of the 
t nited States, and confess our detyi di«a|qioint- 
ment that instead he favors the interests of our 
foreign comiatiiors. We make an appeal from 
his recommendations to the seven and three- 
fourths millions of otir fellow-citizens engaged 
in manufacturing; to the army of wage-earntrs 
to tradesmen and merchants, knowing that 
their judgment and decision will be based upon 
justice and patriotism, and will therefore favor 
tho maintenance of the Americau x>olioy of pro­ 
lection, to which the country is indebted for its 
unexampled development and prosperity. 
All of which and much more of like irn- 
jiort in the protest adopted, must he pleas­ 
ant reading for the President and his 
party, who see now that the obstacles in 
the path to a second term, and continued 
rule by the Democracy, are rising thick 
and fast and are likely to tower to the po­ 
litical skies. \e t we must confess that 
President Cleveland is not lacking in 
courage, for he must have known that such 
protests as the foregoing would be entered 
and that a declaration of policy eon cerc- 
ing the tariff, which he might have left 
for Congress to make, would bring about 
his ears the whole army of protectionists 
and raise up against him the opposition of 
a great number of industries of the 
country. 
HR. KASSON ON THE TARIFF. 
Ilon. John A. Kasson, of Iowa, discusses 
in the December Forum the Western view 
of the tariff, considering the free trailers, 
pure and simple, the ‘ tariff! tos-for-reve­ 
nue-only,” and the protectionists. He holds 
that on this absorbing question the scales 
of justice are held most evenly in tiie West, 
as it is not prejudiced by the political tra­ 
ditions of North or South, and is seeking 
only tiie good of the whole country. To 
the free trader he declares there is no in ­ 
vitation in the West, for he has not pro- 
•duccil any facts to support his theories. 
The real contestants who do battle in the 
West are 
the revenue-tarifiiles and the 
protectionists. 
As to protection, the West 


has decided for its constitutionality; the 
only question is as to the wisdom of or ad- 
vantagcoimness of adopting the jiolicy. 
The West has found by examining the 
question, lie holds, that the foreign pro­ 
ducer, if left to control our markets, will 
become a monopolist and regulate prices at 
his own will, hut under a protective tariff 
home producers and competitors, lie be­ 
lieve,-, are multiplied far in excess of the 
number of the foreign competitors ex­ 
cluded. The West has found by experi­ 
ence, says Mr. Kasson, that protection of 
manufacture and production has kept up a 
good home market. Thus, Bessemer steel 
cost |125 a ton. American manufacturers 
ottered to place it in market, if protected 
by a duty of $22 50 a ton—afterwards 
made $28 12. When the competition un­ 
der that shelter began, the English drop­ 
ped their price, hut competition went on, 
without destroying the American interest, 
until the steel sold for only a little in ex­ 
cess of the duty figure. So it was with 
the silk industry forcing down French 
prices. So that the West has come to be­ 
lieve firmly that protection does not en­ 
hance values, and does encourage industry, 
and from this belief Mr. Kasson does not 
think the West can lie shaken, for it found 
besides that there was, along with protec­ 
tion, an increased supply of money, as our 
imports fell below our exports. The farm­ 
ers of the West are firmly fixed in the be­ 
lief that they are producing more fowl 
than tiie country consumes, and that more 
farmers would increase the surplus and 
lower prices; they therefore want home 
industries developed, in order to enlarge 
the number of mouths to be fed. Besides, 
lie adds, the West “ prefers home competi­ 
tion at the same price to foreign, even 
were the latter tolie of equal extent with 
the former.” He proceeds in this view at 
length, and to the patriotic phase of the 
question, and holds that the West is for 
protection lie cause of ancestral advice, 
patriotic purpose aud a desire for complete 
national independence. IIow such views 
which must he taken to reflect the major 
portion of the sentiment of the West, are 
to be estimated in a political contest, in 
view of President Cleveland’s “ scale- 
down-the-tariff” message, is not difficult to 
understand. 


WESTERN FARMERS SOLVENT. 
Tiie labor orators—probably because 
misinformed, for they have nothing to 
gain by misrepresentations—have been 
telling the people that the farmers of the 
west part of the country groan beneath a 
burden of debt secured by mortgage. But 
now comes Mr. Edward Atkinson, the 
accomplished statistician, and shows by 
indisputable figures that the farmers of the 
West are ahead of their creditors. Thus 
of 200,000 Western mortgages on farm 
land covering from four to thirty-eight 
years, and securing $180,000,000, 1 1 0 ,0 0 0 
have lieen paid in the sum of $105,000,000. 
1 his does not look like following a losing 
vocation. So, too, while they have tieen 
paying oil', from profits made from the 
soil, interest has declined from an average 
of 1 0 |ier cent, on mortgages for five years, 
to 6 j or 7.1 per cent, without commission, 
where formerly 1 0 per cent, commission 
was charged. 


E. J. Bauson, President of the “ Fish­ 
ery Union,” is out in print saving that liis 
association will never consent to commer­ 
cial union with Canada. Willingly, per­ 
haps not; it was never anticipated. New 
England eoxst communities are not ex- 
peeted to be friendly to the scheme of 
reciprocity. The people of the whole 
country, ho .vever, are to settle this matter, 
and we believe it will be done by them 
upon a reciprocal basis and a probable 
breaking down of the tariff line between 
the Canadas and the United States, and 
the erection of a tariff barrier similar to 
our own along the whole exterior line of 
the United States and the Canadas. Com­ 
mercial union between the two eountriesis 
very nearly as certain xs the rising of the 
sun, but it may be delayed a tew vears, 
owing to the resistance of such associations 
as the “ Fishery Union.” 


The San F ranclsco Bulletin makes a good 
point when, referring to the President’s 
claim that unjust taxes should be removed 
from the necessaries of life, it says: “ If 
the alimentary necessaries of life are meant 
it Is only necessary to rejoin that nearly 
all these are produced in the United State?, 
and are, therefore, not subject to import 
duties. Tea and coffee are produced in 
foreign countries, but they are on the free 
list. They were formerly taxed, but when 
the import duty which we imposed on 
them wx- taken off the countries from 
which we get them levied an export duty 
to the same amount, or nearly so. Con­ 
sumers gained nothing. Our Government 
simply gave $ 10,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 of its revenue to 
Brazil, Java, Costa Rica, China and other 
countries.” 
The Citrus Fair to be held at Oroville, 
Butte county—beginning on the 20th—the 
very heart of Northern California proper, 
should he kept in view in making engage­ 
ments. During that fair a great many of 
our people should attend it, and do all that 
can he done to make the fact of its lieing 
held and the character of the exhibits 
widely known. It is at once an advertise" 
ment for the north, a protest against mis­ 
representation and a proof of the semi­ 
tropic character of this region. 


C ongressm an 
Biggs, a Democrat, 
thinks the President’s tariff |iolicy would 
be disastrous to woo! interests. If that is 
so, liecause Mr. Biggs comes from a wool- 
growing section, how can he defend the 
jiolicy against the objections of other inter­ 
ests as vitally affected xs is wool growing? 


E ft the forecast be ventured now—the 
Democracy will not renominate Mr. Cleve­ 
land, because Democracy is not so cour­ 
ageous xs Mr. Cleveland, and will endeavor 
to get liefore the country in 1 8 8 8 with the 
tariff left out of its platform.

BLAISE’S ** CORKER.” 
Conclusion of B laine’s Criticism of Cleve­ 
land’s Message. 
Following is the portion of the interview 
with James G. Blaine received after the 
R ecord-I nion’s report closed yesterdav: 
“ How will the President’s message be 
taken in the South ? ” 
“ 1 don't care to answer that question. 
The truth has been so long obscured by cer­ 
tain loyal questions of unreasoning 
prejudice nobody can hope for industrial 
enlightenment among their leaders yet; but 
in my view the South, above all sections of 
the Union, needs a protective tariff'. The 
two Virginias, North Carolina. Kentucky, 
Missouri, Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia 
have enormous resources and fair facilities j 
for developing and handling manufactures. ! 
They cannot do anything without protec- ! 
tion, even the progress, vast as some of 
these States have made, will be checked if 
the President’s message is enacted into law. 
Their Senatorsand Representatives can pre­ 
vent it, but they are so used to following 
anything Democratic that it is very probable 
they will follow the President and blight 
the progress already made. By the time 
some of the Southern States get free iron, 
ore and coal, while tobacco is taxed, they 
may have occasion to sit down and calcu­ 
late the value of Democrat free trade to 
their interests.'1 
ADMISSION OF RAW MATERIAL. 
“ Will not the President's recommenda­ 
tion to admit raw material find strong sup­ 
port ? ” 
“Not by wise protectionists, in our time. 
Perhaps some greedy manufacturers may 
think with free coal or free iron ore they 
can do great things, but if they should suc­ 
ceed in trying they will, as the boys say, 
catch it on the rebound. If home trade in 
raw material is destroyed or serlously'in- 
jured, the railroads will be the first to feel 
it. If that vast interest is crippled in any 
direction, the financial fabric of the whole 
country will feel it quickly and seriously. 
If any man can give a reason why we 
should arrange the tariff to favor the raw 
material of other countries in competition 
against our material of the same kind, I 
should like to hear it. Should that recom­ 
mendation of the President it1 approved, it 
would turn 1,000,000 laborers out of em­ 
ployment before it had been a year in op­ 
eration.” EFFECT OF THE MESSAOE. 
“W hat must be the marked and general 
effect of the President’s message?” 
“It will bring the country where it ought 
to be brought—to a full and fair contest on 
the question of protection. The President 
himself makes it the one issue by present­ 
ing no other in his message. I think it 
well to have the question settled. The 
Democratic party in power is a standing 
menace to the industrial prosperity of the 
country. That menace should be removed 
or the policy it foreshadows should be 
made certain. Nothing is so mischievous 
to business as uncertainty, nothing so para­ 
lyzing as doubt.”

W ants Inform ation. 
The following letter has been received by 
a citizen in Auburn, from A. I.. Bateman 
of Indiana : 
“ In the hard winter of 1852-3, when 
flour got up to $1 per pound in Downie- 
%ille aud along the \uba, I was mining a 
short distance below Goodyear's Bar. Flour 
at $1 per pound and other articles in pro­ 
portion seemed to threaten a slight embar­ 
rassment in my financial circumstances be­ 
fore the opening of the spring, and I 
shouldered my blankets and started across 
the mountains through snow about six feet 
deep for Foster's Bar. From Fosters 1 
went to Placerville (known everywhere as 
Hangtown then), and passed through Au­ 
burn, spending two or three days there. 
Well, I never saw Auburn again till two 
months ago returning home from a trip to 
Southern California, where I had been 
looking over the country for eighteen 
months. I again passed through Auburn, 
and I want to say to you that in the foot­ 
hills of the Sierra (I spent ten years among 
them in the early days), is the finest, the 
most delightful country; in California. I 
found laud about Los Angeles selling all 
the way trom $200 to $1,500 per acre. I 
thought it a little loo high. The climate 
is good, but it is hardly worth $1.500 per 
acre.“ Now, what I want to know is some­ 
thing about your section. What is good 
fruit land worth with yon, improved and 
unimproved? What do you raise prin­ 
cipally ? Are your vineyards troubled with 
diseases? How about water supply ? Can 
you folks do as much lying about your 
country as they-do in the southern part of 
the State? If you can and do, then don’t 
write to me, for God’s sake; but if you can 
tell me something reliable about your sec­ 
tion, I want to hear from you, and want to 
hear from you bad. Send'me your county 
paper. I don’t care anything about its 
religion or its politics; I simply want to 
hear something about the country, and am 
led to believe irom eignteen months’ ex 
peri8nce in the coast counties that a Cali­ 
fornia newspaper is reliable and won't lie__ 
except for a consideration. Excuse me if I 
am asking a good deal of you, but I am 
presuming a little on being an old Cali­ 
fornian and want to get back to the mount­ 
ains.” 
Trouble at the Quarries. 
The Auburn Itepuhlican says: 
“ The 
stone-cutters who have been working for 
G. Griffith struck on Thanksgiving Day 
and left his employment. They had an­ 
nounced that on January 1st they would 
demand $4 a day, but the cause of their 
quitting earlier was the fact that Mr. Grif­ 
fith had employed more apprentices at the 
Rocklin quarry than the cutters thought 
onght to have work. Six cutters went out 
at I’enryn and nine at Rocklin. These man 
were receiving $3 50 a day for ten hours’ 
work. There has been a Union of Penryn 
and Rocklin stone-cutters, and it is this or­ 
ganization which ordered the strike. Their 
rule is, like that of the National Union, 
that an employer shall have only one ap­ 
prentice to ten journeymen. Some time 
ago Mr. Griffith obtained the contract for 
furnishing granite for the new Stockton 
Court-house. The contract calls for about 
40,000 feet of stone, and was taken at the 
very low price of $100,000. Mr. Griffith 
needed men for this work, but the an­ 
nouncement of the cutters that they 
would demand $4 a day had the effect of 
kseriing other workmen’,rut of the county, 
so that those already at work could moré 
easily enforce their demands. Mr. Griffith 
found himself in a dilemma. He saw that 
he must accede to their demands and pay 
$4 to all union men, whether they were 
worth it or not, or else take the bull by the 
horns and till his contracts by hiring non­ 
union men. He chose the latter course, 
and hired a number of apprentices with 
the result already stated. No great trouble 
is expected, as there are already several men 
at work, some of them aporeuffees, who 
have nearly served their time and will soon 
be journey men, and others from the East. 
The regular qnarrymen are all at work as 
usual. The report that Mr. Griffith ejected 
any of the strikers from bis houses is false. 
The Stockton contra t will probably last 
two years, aud at times it will require fifty 
or sixty cutters. Any good mechanic will 
be given w^rk. when there is room for him, 
and, if he is worth $4 a day, the chances 
are that he will get it.”

He said ho was trying to reach the 
Pacific coast and appealed’ to the various 
conductors as he met them to pxss him 
as an act of kindness to an old brother con­ 
ductor. Touched by his pitiful story and 
evident distress, the conductors yielded to 
bis earnest requests and let him ride free. 
All the conductors who so befriended him 
were reported : four have already been dis­ 
charged. and four more will also', it is said, 
be similarly treated. This is said to be the 
only i haree against thr-se men. ami there is 
considerable indignation feit at the severe 
punishment iiivetcii out.— Winnipeg Free 
Press. 


Profitable Cultivation of H orehound and 
Bergam ot in B ntte County. 
Oroville, December 7, 1887. 
Eds. Record-U nios : I notice a telegram 
in vourissueof the 6th inst., from Redding, 
mentioning an establishment there of an 
apiary by W. M. Hoge. This gentleman is 
establishing an apiary fifteen miles from 
here and has twenty acres of horehound 
under cultivation. Last spring he brought 
200 swarms of bees through here, and I 
understand from his Superintendent that 
these increased during the summer to 275 
swarms. 
This horehound plant is the most won­ 
derful honey producer I ever saw and the 
bees cluster in great numbers upon it. I 
understand that Mr. Hoge (who is from 
Brooklyn, New York), calculates to average 
next year 250 pounds of this horehound 
honey to the swaim, and that he has bad 
overtures made him by a large New York 
druggist for his entire production for the 
next twenty-five years at fifty cents per 
pound, but his crop has yielded him up to 
this time fully one dollar per pound. He 
declined the offer This same man is 
successfully growing bergamot, and mak­ 
ing oil of bergamot right here in this 
county.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


P o lice C o m m issio n ers. 
The Hoard of Police Commissioners held 
a special meeting last evening for the pur­ 
pose oi investigating the charges preferred 
against officer O’Meara for misconduct, in­ 
toxication, etc., while on duty. All the 
members were present. 
Mayor Gregory called theattention of the 
Board to the enormity of the oiiense, and 
scathingly rebuked officer O’Meara for vio­ 
lation of his obligation as an officer of the 
law. The Mayor strongly commented upon 
the tendency of ce rtain other officers of the 
police force ;o become intoxicated while on 
or off duty, 
and 
regretted 
that 
evi­ 
dence had not been 
secured whereby 
each 
offender 
could 
be 
summarily 
dealt with at the hands of the Board. 
He was disposed to be lenient to a certain 
extent with the officer, in consideration of 
his good record and previous good charac­ 
ter, and principally because he did not de­ 
sire to subject him to extreme penalty, 
while he was forced, by want of evidence, 
to forgo punishing the other offenders— 
though he hoped the severe reprimand ad­ 
ministered would have a beneficial effect 
upon the iorce in general in compelling 
proper observance of duty. 
Judge Buckley and Chief Dillman re­ 
echoed the sentim ents expressed by the 
Mayor in condemning the offenses com­ 
mitted by officer O’Meara and olhers, and 
were both inclined to leniency in the pres­ 
ent case for reason of not wishing to make 
a severe example of O'Meara without hav­ 
ing tire means of bringing other guilty 
Oflenders to the bar of justice. 
Upon motion of Chief Dillman it was 
decided that officer O Meara be restored to 
duty on the promise of good behavior on 
his part. It was also decided that here­ 
after when proof of intoxication is estab­ 
lished against any policeman the ofiender 
will be subject to immediate dismissal. 
The Board then adjourned. 


T h e W ay T h e y Do llusinesS . 
A few evenings ago a representative of 
this paper was in a lodge in this city (the 
K nights and Ladies of Honor), where the 
dues of a sick sister were brought in. The 
lodge refused to receive them and returned 
them to the member with the statement 
that in case of sickness the dues of all such 
members would he paid out of the lodge 
funds. 
If lhat sister dies her heirs will re­ 
ceive $2,000. The Chosen Friends, of which 
organization there are one or two societies 
in this city, do not appear to do business 
that way. The San Francisco Call of yes- 
terduy says: The case of Jam es F. Kennedy 
against the Supreme Council of the Order 
of Chosen Friends was subm itted to Judge 
Levy yesterday on briefs to be tiled by the 
defendants. 
The brother of the plaintiff 
was a member of Vallejo Council and 
failed to pay his assessment on the day it 
was due. 
The Secretary received it a few 
days after from the nephew of the bene­ 
ficiary and signed the receipt. 
On the 
same day the holder of the certificate died, 
and when the claim was presented for pay­ 
m ent the society would not pay. Judge 
LtVj; informed the defendants that lie 
thought they were bound to pay, and unless 
they could produce convincing proof that 
the Council bad suspended the member, he 
would so decide. 
The representatives of 
the Supreme Lodge say that they' will 
appeal the case to the Supreme Court if 
Judge Levy rule3 against them. 


P o lic e C o u rt. 
Yesterday was a gala day for the Clerk 
in the Police Court, and caused a broad 
smile to spread over his countenance. His 
share of the days earnings was between 
thirty and forty dollars. Charles Hanson, 
charged with disturbing the peace, was 
sentenced :o pay a line of $25, or in default 
to be imprisoned in the County Jail for 
twenty-live days. Alt Ling was taxed $10 
for refusing to give his name to the As­ 
sessor. 
James Mclntire, formerly con­ 
victed of vagrancy, was sentenced to im ­ 
prisonment in the County Jail for eighty- 
days. Frank Carrao, charged with disturb­ 
ing the peace by applying vulgar lauguage 
to a gentleman, was found guilty and will 
be sentenced to-day. Ah Sing and Ah 
W ing, two of (he heathens arrested for vi­ 
olating the cubic-air ordinance, decided to 
forfeit their $10 deposit rather than face the 
Court. The rem aining Chinamen, Ah Lin, 
Ah Wall, Ah Ming, Hong Goon, Ah Chung, 
Ah Sing, Ah Sam, Ah Ong, Ah Sing, Ah 
Dong, Ah Hoe and Ah Gong, pleaded guilty 
to the same charge and a hue of $5 was im­ 
posed on each of them . Most of the un­ 
fortunates paid their tines. 


I T h e R e st M e th o d s fo r S ecu rin g th e S am e 
to th is S ection. 
E d s. R e c o r d-U n io n : I notice in Satur­ 
day’s issue of your paper some valuable in­ 
formation in regard to the amount of rain­ 
fall, and as to temperature in different 
parts of the State. This may not be as 
much of a surprise to California people as 
it is to those coming from the East. I no­ 
tice also in the editorial columns of the 
same issue some good advice^ in regard to 
w hat course to pursue lhat Northern Cali­ 
fornia may receive her share of im migra­ 
tion. 
The maxim that “success is to succeed” 
is true. The south has succeeded in get­ 
ting to her section thousands of immigrants 
and millions of money. To pull down 
others, and upon their ruins try to build 
structures, no matter how grand and costly, 
is very poor 
policy, and 
unchristian. 
Kather in this m atter let the north rejoice 
with the south in that she has, by her own 
efforts, started the tide of immigration to 
her section. To a certain degree wbat is 
to the advantage of one section is to the 
advantage of all, and if the means she lias 
used, and is using, are, and have been suc­ 
cessful, then the north have a safe prece­ 
dent to follow. 
If 1 were to suggest one method more 
than another, it would be judicious adver­ 
tising in the East. Let every Eastern pa­ 
per in some way be helped to inform i s 
readers concerning the advantages of Cen­ 
tral and Northern California. This is wha- 
the south has been doing—so much so that 
every m an in the East knows all about 
Southern California. 
They have corre­ 
spondents who do nothing else but keep 
readers of 
Eastern 
papers 
thoroughly 
posted. All over m e hill towns of New 
England there is not a man but can tell all 
about the “ glorious climate of Southern 
California.’’ If Northern California will 
pursue the same course it can reap as good 
a harvest, and even better. 
The Citrus Fair at Oroville, the 20th of 
December, may be quite early for Califor­ 
nia. But it would have to be well authenti­ 
cated for Eastern people to believe that a 
Citrus Fair conld be held in such a latitude, 
from fruits raised from her own soil. But 
for Los Angeles to hold such 
a 
fair 
would be a common-place thing, from 
their knowledge of it through advertising. 
Nine-tenths of all Eastern people coming 
to California have their destination lixed 
before starting. The stream of im migra­ 
tion should he turned at its source when it 
can be done best and easiest, and not wait 
until it has got beyond control. People to 
start for Northern California m ust know 
wiiere to go—i. e., to some 
particular 
locality. Such places and localities should 
he bought and advertised—bought, too, at 
bottom prices. Give land to make homes 
at as low a tigure as possible: then if they 
choose to make such land valuable with 
their own labor and money, it is perfectly 
just and right for them to reap the benefits. 
All counties, however, will reap great hene- 
tits directly and indirectly. 
It should have been stated at the first of 
my letter that the first and foremost object 
to induce Eastern people to come here is 
the warm climate in winter, and the ignor­ 
ance that such a climate can be had in 
Central and Northern California has sent 
them all south as a matter of necessity. J.

D e a th o f a n O ld R iv e r C a p ta in . 
The San Francisco Call yesterday had the 
following, which no doubt will interest 
many’ old Sacramentaos, as the party re­ 
ferred to for many years made this city his 
h o m e: 
Robert Hayes, one of the pioneers of the 
State, and a veteran blue-jaeket of the 
Mexican war, quietly passed over to the 
majority on last ¡Saturday evening. He was 
native of the island of Bermuda, but left 
home at an early age as a runaway to seek 
his fortune. From his native place he went 
to New Orleans, and soon after his arrival 
there he volunteered for the Mexican war. 
He chose the naval arm of the service, and 
manned his gun with some considerable 
distinction at the battle of Vera Cruz, 
where both departments of the fighting 
force were interested. He was wont to tell 
in his later years how he trained his gun 
on one especial convent, which had a con­ 
spicuous spire, and how he knocked it to 
bits, pencemeul, until finally the great spire 
fell. “ Then,” said he, “ we gunners shook 
hands all around.” 
He came to this coast in ’49, and married 
in tiiis city. In '57 he ran on a boat as first 
mate to Captain Summers on the Sacra­ 
mento river, between 
Sacramento and 
Marysville,, making his residence in the 
Capital city. About 1872 he moved down 
to this city, and lias lived here ever since. 
That was about the time the Central Pacific 
bought the California Navigation Company, 
and the Captain since that time, and es­ 
pecially since he lost his wite, nine years 
ago, hu3 merely acted as master stevedore 
for several vessels for which he had a safe 
and assured contract. 
Captain Hayes held a high position in 
the Masonic order, and will be buried from 
King Solomon’s Temple on Saturday next, 
his remains having been embalmed, iu ac­ 
cordance witli the instructions of the de­ 
ceased, for that purpose.

THE QUESTION OF GIANTS. 


S om e o f th e F cientilic J o k e s P la y e d U pon 
th e C red u lo u s. 
IJr. Harvey W. Hark ness, President of 
the Academy of Sciences, was asked by a 
Call man what he thought of the reported 
discovery in Arizona of giant skeletons of 
men. Two such reports have come lately 
over the wires to San Francisco, in each 
instance stress being laid upon the enor­ 
mous tusks, rather than teeth, that were 
found in the jaws of each skeleton. 
In reply to the query the doctor laughed 
and sa id : “ Th*se yarns belong to the 
same category as the stories of lizards and 
snakes cast from the stomachs of people, 
of frogs found imbedded in coal, and other 
marvels of like sort that are periodically 
dished up fot the benefit of crednlous read­ 
ers. This skeleton romancer, however, has 
spoiled his m arket by seasoning his goods 
too highly. Xo human being of eight feet, 
or any other number of feet in bight, could 
possibly have teeth three and a half inches 
in length. 
‘ These giant stories crop up periodically, 
the locality of their finding being changed 
to be sure, but in other respects >he same 
flavor of untruth pervading them all. 
Every one of these tales winds up with the 
suggestion that the traces of a giant race 
have at last been found. Xow the fact is 
that all scientific research conclusively 
proves that there not only has never ex­ 
isted a race of giants, but that all the peo­ 
ple of the past were, as a rule, smaller in 
their dimensions than are the people of the 
present day. The coats of arm or prove 
this to have been the case with the men of 
the Middle Ages, and in like m anner it 
is proved by relics of Home and <Greece. 
• I have measured many Egyptian m um ­ 
mies with similar result, and skeletons of 
the prehistoric Irish race added their quota 
of evidence to the same effect. And so it 
has happened in ever land where ethnolo­ 
gists have had opportunity to study the 
bones of the by-gone people. The physical 
improvement of man has kept puce with his 
mental advance—a fact that can be easily 
understood by him who appreciates the ef­ 
fect upon the physique of hygenic discov­ 
ery and protective laws. 
“ I have also noted of late several ac­ 
counts from Alaska of a live mammoth, or 
some such animal, that is reported to have 
been seen by Indian hunters in different 
parts of that'Territory. This is where the 
modern Munchausen has got in his work 
again—basing his romance upon the frozen 
Elephtu primogenus that was found some 
years ago on the bank of the Lena river, in 
Northern Siberia. 
“ How the aforesaid anim al came to be 
encased in frozen earth and preserved for 
thousands of years is a question that has 
not yet been satisfactorily determined, but 
we do know that at the time of its death it 
had been subsisting upon deciduous plants 
belonging to a very temperate or semi- 
tropical climate. We also know that such 
anim als could not retain life upon the food 
to be found in the Siberia and Alaska of to­ 
day, and we therefore know that no such 
animal is at present living in A laska.—San 
Francisco Call. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


The oarsman Teenier met with a painful 
j accident in Boston. 
Parson Downs has sued his old congrega­ 
tion for back salary. 
Two men were killed in a railroad collis­ 
ion at Percival, Neb. 
Action has been commenced at Kingston, 
Ontario, to unseat Sir John Macdonald. 
James Finley, who was hurt in the Idaho 
mine, at Grass Valley, has died ol his in­ 
juries. 
The Rocky Glen Goid Mining Company 
has been incorporated to m ine in Nevada 
county. 
John Williams, of Santa Clara, who was 
charged with branding cattle unlawfully, 
has been acquitted. 
The Chicago Anarchists say they will 
have liquor at the widows’ benefit, despite 
the order of the Mayor. 
Thomas Greer, a well-known citizen of 
St. Helena, met with a serious accident on 
Wednesday by a runaway team. 
Archbishop Abbott Boniface W immer, of 
j the O. S. B.. founder of the Benedictine 
j Order in the United States, is dead. 
The hardware store of Simmons & Em- 
j erson, at San Luis Obispo, was entered and 
$350 worth of firearms and cutlery taken. 
Heavy rains have caused a freshet in the 
Columbia river, which has carried all the 
logs down the stream, entailing serious 
loss. 
A special train has arrived in San Diego 
bearing 300 men and women from Chicago, 
who will be employed by the Hotel Cor­ 
onado. 
Conductor Luzzen fell from a freight car 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad, at El- 
basco, and the wheels of the car cut off 
both his feet. 
The jury brought in a verdict of acquittal 
in the case of Cleary, charged with com­ 
plicity in the m urder of Constable Whele- 
han in Ireland. 
Adam Charles, Andy Miller and W illiam 
Smith (colored), were lynched near Rives, 
Tenn., for criminally assaulting a ten-year- 
old girl in a lonely wood. The girl will 
probably die. 
The libel suit, at Dublin, of Joyce against 
his former employer, the Marquis of Clan- 
ricarde, for $50,000 damages, has resulted 
in a verdict for the plaintiff', who was 
awarded $12,500. 
Edward Harrington, M. P., has been 
sentenced to one month’s imprisonment 
without hard labor, on a charge of publish­ 
ing reports of the meetings of the sup­ 
pressed branches of the National League. 
A Senator who has taken a deep interest 
in the fisheries controversy from the be­ 
ginning said he had an impression that the 
joint commission will agree to a treaty, 
perhaps with a bounty to American fisher­ 
men. 
John Corrigan and Mrs. Mack, a widow, 
have been arrested at Dover, N .J., for m ur­ 
dering a two-year-old girl, Lizzie Corrigan, 
or Mack. Corrigan has been living with 
the widow ten years. H e threw the child 
into a well. There are threats of lynching 
him. 
All the Eastern lines are waking up to 
the extent of the California travel, the latest 
roads to come into line being the New York 
Central and the 
Pennsylvania. 
Those 
roads have issued circulars advertising Cali­ 
fornia excursions at reduced rates, and 
their action will undoubtedly further in­ 
crease the volume of west-bound travel. 
The Directors of the American Baseball 
Association met yesterday, and the pennant 
was formally awarded to the St. Louis 
Club, and the standing of the clubs was 
officially declared, as follows: Si. Louis 
first, Cincinnati second, Baltimore third, 
Louisville fourth, Athletics fifth, Brook­ 
lyn sixth, Metropolitan seventh, Cleveland 
eighth.
